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EDITORIAL | 


Can there be a Statute of Limitation for Genocide? 


In 10 months time, unless the West German Parliament (the Bundestag) 
decrees otherwise, the Statute of Limitation for murder will come into 
effect in the Federal German Republic. This will automatically mean that 
no fresh prosecutions can be started by the West German courts against 
anyone involved in the mass murders committed during the Nazi regime. 

The Statute of Limitations applies to anyone who has committed 
murder but has remained undetected for 34 years. Those in West Germany 
who support this law point out that after such a long time it becomes in- 
creasingly difficult to conduct a trial and to trace witnesses, and that 
their memories become suspect even when eventually discovered. 

Whilst this is an argument that can possibly be sustained in the usual 
terms of criminal law for individuals acts of murder, it cannot be seen as 
valid for those who were involved in the mass murders and Genocide 
carried out at the behest of the Nazi Party. Their guilt must be one that 
stands for all time, for it is not just a cold question of law but of morality. 

Many of those who committed these foul and bestial crimes are still 
free, but living in hiding with changed names and identities. Quite a 
number of them are still in their mid-fifties, and not the old men that 
some claim them to be. The Statute of Limitation would mean they could 
come out of hiding, return to Germany to live a normal life, and if they 
desire, engage once more in political activity. A sombre thought when 
viewed against the background of increasing extreme-right wing activity 
in West Germany. 

At a conference of fascist organisations in Marseille, 10 November 
1978, which included representatives from France, Spain, Belgium, Greece, 
Portugal and Italy, Giorgio Almirante, leader of the Italian MSI said: “In 
West Germany the NPD has decided not to join in the Euro-Right and has 
called for a boycott of the European Assembly elections, we must now 
consider the Christian Democrats, the CDU, as those nearest to our Front”. 

Both the German Social Democrats and Liberals are opposed to the 
Statute of Limitations and wish to delay its implementation, but the 
Christian Democrats are in favour. 

To allow a situation where these Nazi murderers will be able to creep 
out of their holes, and in some cases no doubt cash in on their “memoirs”, 
would be deep insult to the countless millions who perished as victims of 
the Nazi regime. 

There should be the widest possible protest to the West German govern- 
ment against the implementation of the Statute of Limitations.

Hitler Ara 


Last month in an article by Wilfred van der Wil we criticised a school text 
book Hitler Ara, a German reader published by Heinemann. As a result of 
the article, the publishers contacted Wilfred van der Wil informing him 
that they were withdrawing the text book and would be holding an 
editorial conference with the author, Mrs Mountjoy, in order to discuss 
a re-write. Heinemann’s swift response does them credit. 


ONE OF the major differences 
between the National Front and 
Mosley’s pre-war British Union of 
Fascists is the former’s attempts to 
establish itself in the Trade Union 
Movement. 

This policy evolved asa conscious 
strategy under the influence of 
people like Richard Lawson and 
Mike Lobb, who were later to be 
accused by Verrall and Tyndall 
of ‘National Syndicalism’ and 
denounced as “Strasserites” (this 
was a reference to the faction 
around Strasser in the German 
Nazi Party, who opposed Hitler’s 
move away from his Brown Shirt 
base and pseudo-left appeal). The 
Front’s 1972 conference had taken 
a decision to “‘create an organisation 
to secure for the NF a foothold in 
the trade unions to promote NF 
doctrines, seek the elections of 
NF members to office, and combat 
the left’’. 

When the National Party was 
formed following the split in the 
Front in 1976, many of the group 
that supported trade union activity 
went into the new party. But 
despite the apparent differences 
there was a general acceptance of 
the importance of trying to strike 
roots on the factory floor in the 
NF, and new initiatives were carried 
out with a certain measure of 
success. NF members were elected 
as shop-stewards or in some 
instances as delegates to Trades 
Councils. 

The most important factor as far 
as the Front was concerned was the 
way the door to their activists 
could be opened by exploiting the 
racism they found amongst sections 
of workers in the factories. Whilst it 
is true that the Front is a party 
subscribing to Nazi ideals, it does 
not necessary have to import all its 
racism from the Hitler regime; 
there is a reservoir of racist ideas 
within our own historic past as a 





colonial power. This was the 
common denominator but of course 
the NF is about much more than 
just racialism, it is against trade 
unionism as we know it and advo- 


cates “‘reforms’’ that would trans- 
form the unions into fascist 
syndicals. 


National Front activity of any 
significance was first noted at 
the Mansfield Hosiery dispute at 
Loughborough in 1972. This was to 
be the first of a series of major 
strikes by Asian workers, and on 
this occasion they were striking 
over the refusal of management 
and members of the Hosiery 
Workers Union to allow Asian 
workers promotion to skilled grades, 
even though many of them were in 
fact doing the work to warrant 
upgrading. Other grievances in- 
cluded low wages and long hours. 
It soon became apparent that the 
Front had considerable influence 
because of the role of a prominent 
union member in the area — Ken 
Sanders, who was also a founder 
member of the Leicester branch of 
the NF. An inquiry into the dispute 
by the Race Relations sBoard 
revealed the extent of discrimination 
at the factory practiced by manage- 
ment and the union. 
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The NF were quickly involved in 
other disputes, notably British 
Oxygen and Imperial Typewriters, 
Leicester, where they attempted to 
repeat the level of activity they 
achieved at Mansfield Hosiery. 

About this time, a number of 
Front members who had _ been 
active in various unions were called 
together in order to carry out the 
decision to form a trade union 
organisation made eighteen months 
earlier at the 1972 national con- 
ference. Amongst those present 
were William Roberts, an AUEW 
convenor at an engineering factory 
in Bolton who left the Labour 
Party in 1967, Walter Barton, an 
ETU area committee member from 
Manchester, Philip Ganaway, an 
ETU member and trades council 
delegate from Bristol, William Fitt, 
trades council delegate and TGWU 
member from Norwich, Neil Farnell, 
TGWU and Mike Lobb, a former 
Communist Party member. 

As a result of the meeting 
the National Front Trade Union 
Association (NFTUA) was set up, 
and to run parallel with it they also 
established an Industrial Affairs 
Committee with sarton as the 
chairman, Farnell the secretary and 
a number of regional organisers. 





Imperial 
Typewriters 


Imperial Typewriters became an 
issue of national significance and 
was widely reported abroad, par- 
ticularly as it became increasingly 
obvious that local union officials 
and plant representatives were 
under the influence of racist ideas. 
The Front’s Leicester branch had 
grown to become the largest 
and probably the most effectively 
organised in the country and its 
influence was being felt. Sanders 
had achieved the highest NF vote 
in the February 1974 elections. 

The Imperial dispute was also to 
demonstrate that, although racism 
was their major propaganda weapon, 
they also used other arguments. 
Imperial Typewriters was part of 
the Litton group of the USA and 
they were able to link the question 
of foreign ownership with racism. 
So they spoke of white workers 
being betrayed “by their multi- 
national corporate employer and 
subjected to immigrant interests’. 
They also claimed that they had 
made British workers aware of the 
demands of immigrants “trying to 
shoulder the British worker aside in 
their own city and country”, and 
that the NF had made British 
workers see “just how much their 
real bosses, the plutocrats of 
International Capitalism care for 
the interests of British working 
people’. 
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In an article in the NF journal 
Spearhead, September 1974, 
Anthony Reed-Herbert revealed the 
extent of NF involvement when 
dealing with the secret meeting 
at Llandudno between a_ top 
level representative from Litton 
Industries, who flew in specially 
from the USA, and union officials. 


“NF supporters inside Imperial 
gave the Leicester branch NF 
committee valuable, confidential 
and highly accurate information 
as to the Imperial plan and 
the National Front accordingly 
released an immediate and com- 
prehensive press statement to the 
Leicester Mercury and to Radio 
Leicester... 

“The comment from the 
Imperial management was that 
they were ‘amazed and disturbed 
at the amount of confidential 
company information known to 
the NF’. Indeed every action at 
Imperial throughout the strike 
was being monitored through the 
NF’s contacts and sympathisers.”’ 


The Front did not have things 
all its own way and the two large 
demonstrations in support of the 
Asian workers in which 7,500 and 
5,000 participated, and the decision 
of the TGWU to hold an enquiry 
which in the main vindicated the 
demands of the strikers, marked a 
turning point as far as the level of 
understanding of the role of the 
NF was concerned.

John Tyndall was busy putting 
on record, as is his habit, exactly 
what the NF had in store for the 
trade union movement in_ his 
‘The National 
Front and Trade Unions’ when he 
wrote the following: 


“It matters not that a future NF 
government may embark on 
industrial policies in every way 
beneficial to the working popu- 
lation, so long as trade unions 
remain left-dominated they will 
be mobilised to thwart those 
policies at every opportunity and 
by every means available. In face 
of this certainty we have two 
alternatives: to be able to embark 
on a campaign of repression of 
the left in the unions, which 
could in the process involve the 
repression of much that is 
legitimate union activity, or win 
the battle in advance by winning 
control of the trade union 
movement by the normal democ- 
ratic process. 

“’.. . The intention of the NF 
is to do what the Tories have not 
done and cannot do, fight the 
left on its own ground in the 
unions.”’ 


1974 seemed quite a year for 
spelling things out and so hot on 
the heels of Tyndall’s article came 
a statement by Charles Parker, the 
NF Parliamentary candidate for 
Walsall North, who also put their 
union policy on record. 


“There should be just one general 
union to look after all workers. 
Each major slice of industry 
would have its own represen- 
tative, but each sub-union would 
be affiliated to the general union. 

“Workers pay negotiations 
would all be handled through the 
main union with their own sub- 
union in the background. 

“Given responsible leaders, the 
general union could end the 
unrest in industry.”’ 


That is of course a classic defi- 
nition of how unions function 
under fascism. 

When the split occurred in the 
NF in 1976 there was a temporary 
lapse in their level of activity in the 
unions. This was because Tyndall 
relegated the importance of such 
activity, but within a year the 


position was reversed and if any- 
thing the scale of activity increased. 


NF Shop Stewards 


A number of unions discovered 
that more NF members were being 
elected as shop-stewards and many 
of the big engineering and car 
plants had active Front groups. 
Meetings of members and sym- 
pathisers would take place in the 
canteen where tapes of the speeches 
of NF leaders would be played. 

The biggest drive took place in 
the Postal unions and at a number 
of sorting offices there were groups 
of Front members, often openly 
wearing their badges. In the North 
London sorting office there were 
reports of almost 100 members and 
sympathisers. 





On the railways an even more 
open challenge was taking place 
with the formation of the National 
Front Railwaymen’s Association, 
which cuts across the three rail 
unions and claims organisations at 
several rail depots. 

National Front activity reached 
its peak by the end of 1977, but 
by that time the trade union 
movement had swung into action 
against them. One union conference 
after another passed resolutions 
denouncing the NF and its racist 
activities on the shop floor. Similarly 
shop-stewards committees started 
to take action. At the Rover, 
Solihull, where the Front had 
several stewards, a number were 
branched and fined for their 


activities and as a result many 
of their supporters quit and organi- 
sation collapsed. 

The Rail Unions and the Union 
of Postal Workers have taken 
measures to combat NF activity, 
and the TUC has sent out a recom- 
mendation to all trades councils to 
implement a model rule that would 
enable them to exclude delegates 
who may be elected and are 
members of racist or fascist 
organisations. 

In response to the growing 
determination of the trade union 
movement to combat their 
activities, the NF have decided to 
step things up again. They argue 
that with the present economic 
crisis likely to continue and the 
signs of a shift to the right, the 
situation presents them with new 
opportunities.

There are other factors, however, 
that indicate a new upsurge of 
Front activitity in trade unions. 
There is growing evidence that a 
number of the more capable 
people who left the Front to join 
the National Party and who were 
subsequently told that they would 
never be allowed to rejoin, are in 
fact, and have been for some time, 
working in the Front at a high 
level. Evidence to substantiate this 
claim comes from letters that have 
appeared in a number of local 
papers in the Yorkshire area and 
the announcement of the formation 


of the “NF Rank and File Miners 
Group’. The correspondence is 
signed by Peter Graves and Tony 
Cooper, a Rotherham miner and 
NF Parliamentary candidate. Graves 
seems to be a very elusive person 
whom local journalists have been 
unable to track down, even at 
the addresses given in his letters. 
The general feeling is that it is 
possibly a.nom de plume, and 
that he also writes the letters that 
appear under Cooper’s signature. 

The letter that appeared in the 
Worksop Guardian on December 9 
is typical of the pseudo-left ter- 
minology employed. It starts off by 
claiming that the campaign against 
the Front is based on a realisation 
by the Establishment that, perhaps 
for the first time in British history, 
the monetary stranglehold of the 
financier on the economy could be 
defeated. 


“Above all this was the reason for 
the formation of the Anti-Nazi 
League, brought into being for 
the sole purpose of slandering 
and vilifying the healthy forces 
of British nationalism, to fulfill 
in subtle fashion the task the 
financier could not achieve on 
his own, to communicate with 
our youth and identify with our 
urban working masses, posing as 
their friends when in reality, the 
League is nothing more than 
the left hand of the Establishment 
and the hand maiden of capital.” 


This is very much the language 


used by someone like Richard 
Lawson when he edited the NF 
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paper Britain First, and it continues 
in the same vein. 


“But the British people will not 
always be taken in by this 
Communist/Capitalist alliance. 
They will in time inevitably turn 
to the National Front with its 
dynamic and vigorous policy of 
militant racial nationalism (our 
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emphasis) designed to serve the 
British people as a whole, rather 
than the financiers of Wall Street 
or the bankers of the City of 
London and the call shall be 
“a radical alternative for Britain 
subservient to neither Washington 
or Moscow.”’

of the NF Rank and File Miners 
Group blends racialism with the 
international conspiracy theory 
neatly wrapped in a terminology 
they think will appeal to sections 
in the trade union movement that 
have become disillusioned. 

The problem facing trade unions 
at the moment is not so much the 
size of National Front involvement, 
nor the number of shop-stewards 
and branch officials who may be 
members or supporters for they 
are small, but the extent to which 
some of their ideas, particularly 
racism, can strike roots on the 
factory floor. 

Most unions at national and 
district level, trades councils and 
indeed the TUC itself, have taken 
initiatives to combat the Front, but 


having done that the need is to 
tackle their propaganda much more 
effectively at factory floor level. 
A much more mundane task 
than passing resolutions, requiring 
consistency and patience. 

The NF’s real iron-fisted attitude 
towards trade unions is best summed 
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up in an article on Grunwick 
by their leader John Tyndall, in 
Spearhead July 1977: 


“The sensible course would have 
been to equip the police with 
water cannon, tear gas and 
rubber bullets, with full authority 
to use those implements as the 
situation requires.” 


Whilst the National Front pro- 
claims: ‘Organising immigrant 
workers within trade unions divides 
trade unions and creates a group of 
potential blacklegs’’, the trade 
unions know that the reverse is 
true and their policy of striving for 
the protection of all workers, 
irrespective of their origins, is the 
surest defence against racist and 
fascist ideas.

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Ever heard of Rock Against Communism? We look at rumours going 
round racist circles in Leeds that groups are lining up to play RAC gigs 
and that badges and t-shirts with the same message are on the way. 





In Searchlight No.34 (April 1970) we 
reported that the Leeds-based British 
National Party had been wound up, and 
all members strongly recommended to 
throw in their lot with the National 
Front. Their ex-leader, Eddie Morrison, 
who has not yet been officially welcomed 
into the Front, continues to publish the 
BNP’s old paper British News on his 
own, as the ‘‘news magazine of White 
Nationalism”’. 

Many of the paper’s twelve pages are 
devoted to pieces supporting the NF, 
news cuttings, extracts from other papers 
and advertisements for extreme right 
wing publications such as League Review, 
the Ulster Sentinel and Spearhead. \n 
turn, the December issue of Spearhead 
carried an advertisement for British News 
— a sign that Morrison’s quarantine from 
his unashamedly National Socialist days 
is nearly over. 

A surprising amount of space in 
British News is also devoted to music — 
not military marches or Viking ballads as 
you might expect, but punk and new 
wave. Morrison and his friends have 
noticed that a great deal of music written 
in the last two or three years is anti- 
fascist, and that the weekly music papers, 
especially Sounds, have taken a firm 
stand against the NF. In March ‘78 just 
before the first ANL Carnival, Sounds 
printed an interview with Martin Webster 
which they hoped would condemn him 
from his own mouth. They also outlined 
NF policy and talked about the ANL and 
Rock Against Racism (RAR). Morrison 
then organised his friends to write in 
supporting the NF and his own letter was 
printed in Sounds. Here are some extracts: 


“What the National Front is saying and 
doing is closer to what the kids are 


thinking than any of the ill-informed 
garbage and platitudes mouthed by 
your pet ‘rock stars’ who parade about 
on your pages desperately hoping for a 
memorable quote. Pathetic? 

“Already the signs of a reaction 
against lefty domination of the music 
racket is becoming apparent — punks 
dragging bands off the stage for 
singing anti-NF songs.” 


Some time in the summer the Leeds 
YNF produced a paper called Punk Front 
but no further issues have been reported 
since. In August Morrison wrote a page 
about David Bowie in British News 
describing him as a ‘‘force to be reckoned 
with’’ and an influential star who was 
moving youth away from the left and 
therefore deserving close attention from 
nationalists. This was because Bowie had 
made public statements like ‘’Hitler was 
the first rock star — he really got it 
together’ and ‘’Britain needs an extreme 
right wing government’ which, as Mor- 
rison correctly points out, along with 
one or two other such comments from 
rock heroes, led to the formation of 
RAR.

all that trash’’ 


The September issue of British News 
was more original though. It contained 
an interview with a member of a group 
called The Ventz. Alan Peace, the lead 
singer, said that The Ventz were ‘‘defi- 
nitely’’ anti-ccommunist. They had been 
forced to come out and ‘Rock Against 
Communism’ by “‘lefty groups such as 


Tom Robinson Band, pushing homo- 
sexuality and all that trash’. He talked 
bravely of the future: ‘’There is a lot of 
things to be done. We would really like 
to make a record with a straight Rock 
Against Communism message — but of 
course we need some backing for a big 
project like that.”’ 

Following a piece in Sounds about the 
formation of Skins Against the Nazis, 
another right wing band called the 
Dentists was reported, also in Leeds. 
Morrison and his friends wrote in sup- 
porting the Dentists and The Ventz, 
and a couple of their letters were printed. 
When we tried to find out about these 
groups, we found that their support was 
limited to a small following of ex-BNP 
and YNF people in Leeds. We asked 
someone from Leeds RAR if they had 
heard of them and he was able to give us 
some interesting details. 

Alan Peace of The Ventz is said to be 
in France at the moment, as at home he is 
facing several charges in connection with 
his BNP days. On the night of their last 
congress in November 1977 the violence 
they caused has not been forgotten — 
someone was hit on the head with a fire 
extinguisher for example. 

Chris Ledger, lead singer of the Den- 
tists, is also facing charges from the same 
occasion. Both groups consist of the same 
small circle of Morrison’s friends, though 
The Ventz are thought not to exist 
anymore owing to Peace being on holiday. 
The Dentists were in the news fairly 
recently when they played at the Fan 
Club in Leeds three weeks before 
Christmas. The manager of the club, 
which is one of the main venues for punk 
and new wave music in the city, was 
informed about the tone of the Dentists’ 
music, but was determined to give them a 
hearing. 

The Dentists were about the fifth band 
to play that night. They sang songs like 
We are the master race and White power 
and goose-stepped round the stage. Many 
people in the audience were disgusted and 
one of the other bands due to play 
walked off in protest. The presence of 
about thirty to forty YNF supporters 
wearing badges saying things like Pogo 
on a Commie (can’t they think of any- 
thing for themselves?) looked fairly 
intimidating, but when a group of twenty 
or so RAR people turned up later, many 
of the Dentists’s fans disappeared quietly 
or removed their badges. 

The manager of the Fan Club has said 
he will not allow the Dentists to play 
there again and Leeds RAR must be 
congratulated on their hard work over the 
last year. It looks as though Leeds is an 
exciting place for music right now, and 
this has certainly got nothing to do with 
Eddie Morrison's wildly exaggerated 
claims to have started a new movement. 


ELECTIONS - NF 
INSTRUGT 
THE FANTHFUL 


With the likelihood of a General Election within the 
next few months, there has been considerable discussion 
recently about the size and nature of the campaign 
which the National Front are likely to wage. One thing 
however, which has so far been overlooked, is the 
Front’s stated approach to elections, much of which is 
contained in the National Front Election Handbook 
edited by Andrew Brons with contributions by Malcolm 
Skeggs, Richard Edmonds and Michael Stubbs. 

Some discussion has focused on the likelihood of 
the Front actually meeting their earlier stated target of 
contesting “fat least 320 seats’. A recent issue of 
Spearhead revised this to ‘between 250 and 318”, and 
a subsequent article by Chris Husbands in the New 
Statesman estimated that they will probably only be 
able to fight about 170 constituencies. 

While this estimate is probably nearer to the truth, it 
does not take into account the fact that the Front 
consciously conduct two distinct types of campaigns, 
in an attempt to gain “credibility” by achieving a 
widespread of candidates — even if this means con- 
ducting only very low key campaigns in many areas. 

The handbook distinguishes between Class 1 or 
‘standard’ campaigns, and Class 2, or skeleton cam- 
paigns. The main difference between the two is cost. 
The election addresses used ina skeleton campaign cost 
only £56 compared to £120 for a Class 1 campaign. 
The addresses are smaller and are nationally uniform 
with the name of the local candidate overprinted. At 
the same time, a skeleton campaign would not use the 
free postal mailing of addresses to which the candidate 
would be entitled. Instead, the branch or group would 
concentrate on leafletting etc. to distribute their 
material. Other publicity would be determined loosely 
by their success in getting coverage in the local press. 

At the same time, the handbook stresses that 
“. . . it should never be admitted that a particular 
campaign is only askeleton campaign’’. Such campaigns 
however can be easily spotted — the election agent will 
be a national officer, probably Andrew Brons. 

These Class 2 campaigns fulfill a particular function 
for the Front. As the handbook says in its introduction: 


'“A third purpose of contesting an election in a 
particular ward or constituency might be neither to 
win that particular ward or constituency nor to gain 
publicity directly from the election in that area. An 
election campaign is regarded as credible in the eyes 


of the electorate if it is fought on a large scale. The 
more seats fought, the more seriously will the 
electorate take the campaign. In other words, an 
extra seat fought in an unfavourable area will add to 
the credibility of candidates in more promising 
wards or constituencies.” 


In addition to outlining very thoroughly the respon- 
sibilities of agents, candidates etc, the handbook also 
throws light onto the National Front’s real attitude to 
the use of meetings as part of election campaigns. The 
claims of anti-fascists that NF election meetings, 
being private, do not fall within the scope of the 
Representation of the People’s Act, are amply justified: 


“ce 


. . Class 1 campaign certainly demands one major 
public meeting . .. The meeting should be described 
as a National Front meeting (not a public meeting). 
The words, ‘Right of admission reserved’ should be 
added to any notice of the meeting and a small 
nominal admission charge should be made.”’ 


Thus, despite their repeated claims that such 
meetings are public, the reality is clear in these instruc- 
tions to election workers. And local authorities are 
under no statutory obligation to provide facilities for 
private meetings. 

Also interesting is the guidance on issuing Press 
Statements. These, we are told, ‘should be written in 
a form in which it would appear in the newspapers. 
Journalists are basically lazy individuals. If they 
are presented with a story that does not need to be 
changed, they will be more inclined to use the story”. 
News editors, you have been warned! 

Although in most respects the handbook is very 
circumspect with regard to the behaviour which is 
expected of election workers, the mask is, occasionally, 
allowed to slip. Chapter 4, for instance, advises that 
“If the Agent suspects that (say) an immigrant is using 
a vote to which he/she is not entitled, he can ask the 
officer in charge of the polling station to question the 
would-be voter about his entitlement to vote. If he/ 
she refuses, (or perhaps cannot) give a satisfactory 
reply, the officer in charge may refuse permission 
to vote”. The hint to activists is only too clear.

For some time now it has been apparent that all was not well between 

former British Movement boss, Colin Jordan, and the current occupier of 

that position, Michael McLaughlin. But matters recently came to a head 
when Jordan issued a statement denouncing McLaughlin. 


After several rounds of sparring that 
bored the pants off onlookers, veteran 
Jordan, who although now barely a 
lightweight still insists on being classified 
in a heavier catagory, decided to break 
the deadlock. He moved into action with 
a flurry of closely typed verbage, clearly 
intending to end the contest. 

The former leader of Britain’s Nazi 
Movement issued a statement entitled 
‘Support for Michael McLaughlin Ter- 
minated’ which he sent out to a number 
of his old cronies and those who bought 
his recent leaflet “Exposing the Jewish 
presence in the National Front’. This was 
advertised by Jordan in League Review, 
journal of the League of St. George, after 
McLaughlin refused to accept the advert 
for British Patriot. 

Things apparently came to a head 
towards the end of 1977 when two 
members of British Movement, Coles 
and Jones, were facing prosecution under 
the Race Relations Act, and since they 
were old friends of Jordan he told them 
he would be coming to Leamington for 
their trial. This didn’t go down well with 
McLaughlin who, thinking that Jordan 
was after publicity for himself, told him 
to stay away. 

This is where Jordan staked all on the 
big one: 


“Over several months | corresponded 
with Mr McLaughlin to try to get him 
to see his fault in this, but he refused 
. Mr McLaughlin, one of whose 
closest colleagues makes a living out of 
selling negroid, monkey-music records, 
has taken as his prime adviser a curious 
character named Peter Marriner who 
joined BM as soon as Mr McLaughlin 
took over, and who for a suspiciously 
long time managed to continue working 
for a race-mixing Labour member 
of Parliament in Birmingham after 
appearing as a BM witness in a court 
case attended by the Jewish editor of 
the “anti-fascist’”’ magazine Searchlight, 
who then refrained from exposing 
Marriner who, according to Mr 
McLaughlin, was also trading in Nazi 
souvenirs in association with some 
_ Birmingham Jews. Mr McLaughlin 
ignored my warnings about this man.” 


As with most things he seems to do 
these days, Jordan missed by a mile, and 
word has it that a number of those 
receiving the document think that he 


is suffering from a loss of memory, 
particularly in relation to Marriner 
whom he has known since the mid-1960s. 
Anyone who can read will of course 
remember Searchlight’s exposure of 
Marriner in issue No.27. 

We understand that McLaughlin has 
dipped his pen in vitriol and is confident 
that his riposte will be the coup de grace 
to Jordan’s flickering political ambitions. 

Meanwhile the rest of Britain looks on 
with bated breath as the old Fuhrer 
battles it out with the Young Pretender. 

Gosh! Isn’t it exciting? 


FOUNDER 
MEMBER 
QUITS 
FRONT 


HERBERT ANDREW, a_ Stockport 
teacher who claims to have been one 
of the first 20 members of the National 
Front and who was at one time on the 
National Directorate, admitted early in 
January that he had quit the Front 
four months earlier. He had kept his 
resignation secret, since he didn’t want 
to damage the party by announcing it so 
soon after the crushing defeat in the Moss 
Side Parliamentary bye-election, in which 
he was a candidate. 


The failure of the National Front to 
make any significant electoral headway 
was obviously a factor but not the main 
reason for his decision, which Andrew 
said was ‘“‘disappointment with NF 
efforts to prove they were a competent 
political force against the left. 


“After working hard for the party 
| can see that it is still too small and 
badly organised. It is still more like a 
pressure group than a political party.” 


Another problem was that “‘despite 
steady recruiting the party had an equiva- 
lent loss of members that kept the 
membership at a set level, and it’s getting 
nowhere”. 


Despite his resignation, Herbert 
Andrew said that he was still loyal to 
some of his colleagues.

with a neo-Nazi Norse culture. 

The following is the passage as it 
should have appeared in Searchlight 
No.41. 


“Earlier this year Searchlight's attention 
was drawn to a book by John Michell, 
who lives in Bath, called The Hip 
Pocket Hitler. The book was a collec- 
tion of Hitler’s sayings and when we 
looked at Michell’s other works we 
found he had written a number of 
books on Britain’s ancient history, 
the runic stones and what is often 
referred to as Earth Magic. 

“One of the best informed books 
on this subject is actually called 
Earth Magic and is written by Francis 
Hitching, in which he publishes a 
map of the Primary Leys in Britain, 
something that seems to be at the 
heart of neo-Nazi Norse culture.”

THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO JOHN TYNDALL 


THE STRONG STAND against 
racism and fascism taken by many 
of the clergy has often been reported 
in Searchlight in the last few years. 
Needless to say, their outspoken 
condemnation of racism and apar- 
theid has provoked a typically 
hypocritical response from the 
National Front. They denounce 
the Church for becoming involved 
in politics and at the same time try 
to convince people that the National 
Front is the only party that em- 
bodies “true Christian values’. Their 
main enemies in the Church are the 
bishops who have made strong 
public statements condemning 
racism and fascism; these men are 
predictably labelled as Marxist 
infiltrators “left-wing central 
commissars’’ — who dictate to and 
control the rest of the clergy. The 
Front’s attempts to win church- 
goers to their side by making 
sweeping moral judgements and by 
Proposing to lead this society back 
to an ordered state based on 
“traditional Christian values’ 
suggest that politics and religion 
are compatible only for supporters 
of the National Front. 


In an article in Christian Vanguard, 
a KKK-linked paper published in the USA, 
John Tyndall upbraids the Church for 
attacking racism and tells them what he 
thinks they ought to concentrate on 





instead. His list of “real evils’, all of 
which he attributes to communism, 
include crime, abortion and obscenity 
and perversion in the Arts. He complains 
that the Church not only fails to con- 
demn Marxism but even supports trade 
unions — for Tyndall anyone who dis- 
agrees is a Marxist — and it does not show 
any alarm at the morality of those at the 
top of British politics. In his view, 


“Every pulpit in the land should be 
shuddering to the vibration of church 
protest against these many and mani- 
fest forms of immoral conduct — 
against the fact that before our very 
eyes the whole moral fabric of our 
society is falling apart.” 


Another theme in the attack is that 
the bible does not condemn racism 
therefore the clergy have no right to do 
so themselves. Tyndall goes on, ‘‘In 
jumping on the bandwagon of ‘racial 
equality’ churchmen are identifying with 
nothing that is traditional to their own 
faith or to their institutions’. Captain 
Kenneth McKilliam, the NF member who 
managed to hold on to his position as 
secretary of a Deanery Synod in Kent, 
wrote a letter to local clergy supporting 
his own racism with references to passages 
in the bible. As a result, the bishop of 
Maidstone who was shown this letter 
complained at a bishops’ meeting and 
McKilliam was subsequently deprived of 
his licence as a Lay Reader. 

McKilliam told the local paper, ‘‘To

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enforce racial mixing is to me a total sin. 
The clergy do not know how to interpret 
the bible’. 

In Tyndall's article, mentioned earlier, 
which is in the form of a “‘Letter to the 
clerics’’, he taks pains to point out that 
in NF philosophy racialism is only a 


“practical recognition that races are 
different . . . and therefore it is wrong to 
condemn such racialism as a ‘moral 
crime’.”” 


The December 1978 issue of Spearhead 
also contains an article attacking the 
Church, based on the BBC Reith Lectures 
given by Dr Edward Norman at the end 
of last year. This article is slightly more 
serious and concerns a very important 
debate within the Church itself. It is 
written by N.T. Fridd and the title is 
“Is the Church committing suicide?” 
This is the main message — the NF 
interpretation of the Reith Lecture: 


“The Church has done as much as any 
other institution to destroy the will 
of the British people to preserve their 
civilisation, by its incompetent pedd- 
ling of second-hand political and 
materialistic ideas for social improve- 
ment. It isa pity that this has happened 
because our Western European civil- 
isation is, above all, a Christian civil- 
isation, whose law and culture is based 
on a Christian way of life — in brief, 
the Church is committing suicide. This 
is the inevitable consequence of 
politicisation.”’ 


Unlike Tyndall, Fridd does not blame 
everything on a conspiracy among Marxist 
priests. He (or she? unlikely in Spear- 
head) says, ‘‘It would appear that our 
present Church leaders have allowed 
themselves to be deceived into redefining 
Christian values in secular terms in order 
to popularise the Gospel teachings’. The 
whole article uses Dr Norman as an 
authority, as though Dr Norman was a 
long-standing supporter of the Front. 
This is far from the case. 

Fridd also writes about the “decay of 
Christian values and with the other 
priceless values of our Western European 
civilisation such as personal and national 
pride, ambition, honesty and the belief 
in a better future’’ (interesting use of the 
world ‘value’). Today, he goes on, “‘It is 
not a promising future”. The Church has 
“lost the respect of everyday Christians” 
and congregations are disappearing. He 
ends by saying that the way to save the 


Church from ‘‘change and decay” is to 
“encourage the Church, its leaders and 
ministers to return to the unique position 
it formerly occupied, being concerned 
with spirituality and the Christian ethic”. 

Tyndall’s plea in his ‘Letter to the 
clerics’ is much more down to earth. He 
tells the ‘Reverend Gentlemen” that the 
NF is the one political party -‘’which 
above all others seeks to re-establish 
moral order in this country from out 
of moral chaos, seeks to restore those 
institutions and values for which Christia- 
nity has traditionally fought’. 

His examples of moral chaos are the 
same as before — the undermining of 
family life, obscenity, abortion, illegite- 
macy and crime, all of which the Front 
are pledged to deal with. He makes of 
highest importance the claim that the NF 
is the party “most totally dedicated to 
the eradication of Marxist thinking in this 
country . Should not the Church 
welcome as an ally of Christianity a 
movement prepared to wage such un- 
compromising war on the most powerful 
creed of Godlessness ever to threaten 
mankind?”’ And again, “’I beg you also to 
consider that while our party does not 
commit itself to the support of any

particular religious creed it does work for 
the achievement of a kind of society in 
which Christian standards will have more 
opportunity to flourish than in any of the 
societies achieved by the Conservative, 
Labour and Liberal parties’. He ends 
with the terrible warning that unless the 
Church sees “‘in new perspectives’ the 
real evils in society, and starts supporting 
instead of condemning the National 
Front, it will be one of the first institu- 
tions to “‘suffer oblivion” in the “‘holo- 
caust that will come’”’. 

This attack on the clergy for com- 
menting on the great social issues is to be 
found on the pages of any publication 
of the extreme right, all over the world. 
The fact that Tyndall's piece is printed in 
Christian Vanguard shows that the subject 
is also relevant in USA. In Replica, the 
paper of the Latin American chapter 
of the World Anti-Communist League 
published in Mexico, attacks on the 
church take place from all kinds of 
angles. For example, there are theological 
debates supporting Monsignor Lefebvre 
and denouncing any change in the Roman 
Catholic Church; any priest who supports 
change, whether in the organisation of 
the Church or in the Mass, is a ‘‘self- 
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destroyer’’ and even the last two popes 
were denounced as tools of communist 
intrigue. The Church is also attacked for 
tolerating homosexuals and for supporting 
progressive forces in South America in 
their struggle against brutal military 
dictatorship and fascist regimes. 

The attacks in Replica, which is also 
supported by the Italian fascist movement 
MSI, are slightly different from the 
attacks on the Church which are found in 
Spearhead. \n the former it is the extreme 
right in the Catholic Church which is 
allying itself with reactionary forces 
outside the Church. This is precisely the 
kind of alliance that Tyndall is begging 
for in his ‘‘Letter to the clerics”. The 
call for the Church to stay out of politics 
merely exposes the Front’s hypocrisy, 
as they attempt to build an alliance of all 
the most backward and _ reactionary 
elements in society. Unlike the Church in 
Germany in the 1930s, with the exception 
of some notable individuals, the clergy in 
this country are not standing back and 
passively watching the use of racism as a 
political tool. They have added their 
powerful voice to the movement against 
racism and fascism, and this is something 
to be welcomed. 
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WHAT THETR 
PAPERS SAY 


THERE IS a small picture of John Tyndall 
in the latest Spearhead. Somehow he 
looks slightly different than usual. 

Perhaps it’s his expression; instead of 
his customary cold fishy stare there’s a 
definite smirk on his face. But what on 
earth could Tyndall have to smirk about? 
NF membership is dwindling, recruitment 
is at a standstill and there are rumblings 
of discontent within the party. What, 
then, is his smug secret? 

Certainly Tyndall’s accompanying 
article, “The Creed of a Nationalist’, gives 
no hint of any troubles. In fact Tyndall 
seems to be in a mellow mood. 

Gone are the ravings of recent months, 
as Tyndall settles into his most pompous 
style to expand philosophically on the 
concepts of Freedom, Nationalism and 
so on. 

However Tyndall’s mellowness hasn’t 
spread to the rest of the National Front. 
In the same issue of Spearhead there’s a 
typical piece of Webster’s hysteria; his 
pudgy fingers are typing out as many 
exclamation marks and underlinings as 
ever. 

In fact Webster is particularly lathered 
this month. As he says, he’s writing with 
“feelings of outrage, anger and vengeful- 
ness which I find hard to bear’’. 

He’s still furious about ATV’s World 
in Action programme — “disgraceful’’, 
“vicious”, ‘outrageous bias” and so on. 
It’s all a sign of the “media’s anti-patriotic 
malignancy”’. 

Webster in this sort of mood returns 
naturally to his anti-Semitism. The ATV 
programme was all part of a Zionist 
conspiracy manipulated by “millionaire 
Zionists”; it was ‘“‘a propaganda pro- 
duction of a company that is owned and 
largely staffed by Zionists!” 

Webster even goes out of his way to 
call our esteemed editor of Searchlight 
“Moishe Ludmer’’: a sure sign that 
Webster’s spleen is irritated. 

Compared to all this Tyndall is serenity 
and sweetness. There’s no bad temper, 
no tub-thumping; hardly an exclamation 
mark in sight. More significantly , not even 

‘a whimper about a Zionist conspiracy. 
Just the knowing smirk as Tyndall warms 
to his lofty themes. In place of Liberalism, 
Tyndall depicts the virtues of “‘the 
resurgent spirit of Nationality and Race, 
with its promethian ideals of Genius, 
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Beauty, Nobility, Destiny and Heroism’’. 


“As nationalists we see ourselves as 
part of a process of destiny and our 
individual lives valuable or worthless 
according to what part we play in 
that destiny; in this destiny lies the 
extension of our egos which lifts us to 
a level of thought and action higher 
than that which merely serves our own 
Selves. This does not mean that we 
deprecate individualism but that we 
value the individual personality as an 
agent in the destiny of nationand race.” 


When discussing “the sometimes con- 
flicting concepts of Order and Freedom, 
Authority and Democracy’, Tyndall 
again seems to be in a benign mood. No 
longer the unequivocal champion of 
strong individual leadership, he now sees 
both sides of question — so open-minded 
and reasonable, who could disagree? 


“Tn a really mature approach to politics 
neither Authority nor Democracy are 
sacred principles in themselves. There 
are situations in the affairs of men in 
which salvation can only come from 
the inspiration of the outstanding 
leader and through the gift of his 
command, or alternatively through the 
command of a wise and strong-willed 
elite. There are other situations in 
which the best decisions can be made 
by means of popular concensus (sic)”’. 


But the very next sentence gives the 
game away: 


“The art of true leadership, and of 
government, is that of correctly 
appraising these situations and acting 
accordingly, knowing, in other words, 
when to adopt autocratic and when to 
adopt democratic methods.” 


So, Tyndall’s ‘democracy’ is merely 
the gift of the ‘true leader’ — to be given 
and taken away according to the leader’s 
decision. If the people behave themselves, 
by having the right opinions, then they 
can be allowed a voice. But if they 
misbehave themselves, they must be 
punished like naughty children. A short, 
sharp dose of Authority will soon teach 
the brats. 

The image is apt, since Tyndall seems 
to be in a paternal mood. In his article, 





his thoughts turn to the topic of sex. 
However he does not give us one of his 
bitter and prurient harangues, which reek 
of his own repressed inadequacies. 

On the contrary, there’s a new tone 
in Tyndall’s views on sex — a cloying 
sentimentality more usually associated 
with the likes of Women’s Own, rather 
than the National Front: 


“To us a divine purpose is at work in 

ordering the human functioning so 
that one of life’s most beautiful 
experiences is at the same time a 
means to the creation of new life; 
the pleasure of the former achieves 
its most complete totality with the 
coming of the latter.” 


Is this a clue to the smirk? Has Tyndall 
found happiness in the arms of his new 
bride? Perhaps Spearhead will develop the 
romantic theme in a serialised story, 
telling how life at long last unfolded her 
pleasurable mysteries to John Tyndall. 

For the present, there’s a hint of even 
more. Could Mr and Mrs Tyndall (only 
recently joined in nationalist wedded bliss) 
already be approaching “the complete 
totality?” Tyndall goes on: ‘“‘With joy we 
greet the birth that is the sign of the 
continuance of family and race’. 

Is it the smirk of the proud parent-to- 
be? Is a happy event expected, which will 
provide proof of Tyndall’s masterful 
masculinity, and at the same time bestow 
on the world the gift of a pure nordic 
child? Read next month’s tear-jerking 
installment. 

Tyndall seems to be intent on showing 
the world that he would make a cultured 
parent. He lards his piece with lengthy 
quotations from Jeremy Bentham and 
John Locke in order to prove that the 
aforesaid liberal philosophers reduce 
“human society to no higher level than a 
herd of cows in a field, who are surely 
happy while being allowed to graze in 
peace”’. 

Never one to be outmatched, Verrall 
in a repulsive article on the People’s 
Temple tragedy in Guyana does his 
best to trump Tyndall’s name-dropping. 
Gloating in the Guyanese horror, Verrall 
parades his learning and pomposity. 

Thus we have Rousseau mbbing 
shoulders with Babeuf, Saint-Just, Etienne 
Cabet, Saint-Simon, Spencer and Mathurin 


Dondo. It’s all designed to show that 
liberalism (“metamorphosed again into its 
own form of absolutism”) and utopianism 
give rise to orgies of violence and sex. 

According to Verrall, this all happens 
because “there exists a personality defect 
in certain people which warps the normal 
desire to live in a ‘social order’ and identify 
with an entity greater than oneself’: 


“This peculiar psychological condition 
accounts as much for the willingness 
of European members of an Indian 
sect to burn themselves to death on 
the instruction of their Guru, or for 
vacuous pop Stars to sit at the feet of 
the Maharishi Yogi, as it does for the 
determination of aimless youngsters to 
‘destroy capitalist society’ on the say- 
so of a 19th century German Jew.” 


No doubt these are just the sort of 
people who are not to be trusted with a 
democratic voice in leader Tyndall’s 
really mature political state. 

There’s one odd feature about Tyndall’s 
and Verrall’s display of culture. They 
seem so proud of the European culture. 
The same issue of Spearhead goes on 
about the “superiority” of European 
culture over African culture: “It was the 
false mission of European imperialism to 
try and impose our standards of an 
inferior culture rather than simply rule 
because of our superior culture”’. 

Given this pride, it is surprising Tyndall 
and Verrall profoundly disagree with all 
the famous authors they quote. They are 
only quoted to be rubbished. 

So, what precisely is the culture of 
which Tyndall and Verrall are so proud? 
Because Spearhead still feels abashed at 
quoting directly from Hitler and Goebbels 
there is an embarrassed silence. 

Spearhead does, however, offer a clue 
about its admired culture. Under the 
heading of ‘Thought for the Month’ 
there’s a quotation from the poet Roy 
Campbell. 

Roy who? One might well ask. 
Campbell, a very minor poet, was an 
anti-Semitic sympathiser of fascism. In 
1934 he praised Hitler’s policies against 
the Jews, saying that he failed “to see 
how amanlike Hitler makes any ‘mistake’ 
in expelling a race that is intellectually 
subversive . . . that has none of our visual 
sense, but a wonderful dim-sighted 
instinct for dissolving, softening, under- 
mining and vulgarising”. 

Campbell fought on Franco’s side 
during the Spanish Civil War and con- 
tributed to Oswald Mosley’s fascist 
magazine British Union Quarterly. 

’ A reminder comes this month that 
Oswald Mosley himself is still alive. 
Action, the newspaper devoted to spread- 
ing the philosophy of the great man, 
unleashes a new thought from Sir Oswald. 
It’s a brilliant idea, which, according to 


Action, couldn’t possibly have occurred 
to either Enoch Powell or to the National 
Front. 

The beauty of the idea is its simplicity. 
Repatriating Jamaican immigrants won’t 
be simple, warns Action. Jamaica has an 
economic slump and “it cannot take 
them back in such conditions”. There- 
fore, impasse. But there is a solution: 
“Our European solution of resettling 
immigrants in the under-populated lands 
of Africa”. 

Doubtless after the exertions of such a 
brainwave, Sir Oswald settled back to 
sleep with a satisfied smirk on his face. 
Sssh, don’t wake the great man to ask 
why it’s a “European solution’’. 

PRR TERT EE AS 


Police Seek Former 
NF Organiser 


MAGISTRATES issued a warrant for the 
arrest of the National Front’s former 
North-East organiser and Parliamentary 
candidate Bruce Anderson-Lynes, when 
he failed to appear before a Washington, 
Durham court. He was due to face six 
charges which included obtaining or 
attempting to obtain drugs by means ofa 
false prescription, possessing drugs and 
handling stolen National Health Service 
prescription forms. 

Anderson-Lynes quit the Front in 
1978 following considerable internal 
disputes in the Sunderland branch (see 
Searchlight No.36 for the relevant docu- 
ments) and applied for membership of 
the Sunderland Conservative Party which, 
to its credit, turned him down. But 
he was later accepted by the Wing, 
Buckinghamshire, party branch, where his 
parents live. 

In court his solicitor claimed to be 
unaware of his whereabouts and could 
only conclude that the “only possibility 
that occurs to me is that perhaps my 
client is in hospital somewhere”. 

Following evidence that indicated 
that Anderson-Lynes was probably out of 
the country, the magistrates issued the 
warrant without option of bail. 


Kingsley-Read 

JOHN KINGSLEY-READ is reported to 
be standing as an independent at the 
council elections next May, when he will 
be defending the seat that he won as a 
National Party candidate in 1976. Soon 
after his victory his party collapsed under 
him and he was left out in the cold. 

Local gossip has it that Read recently 
had something of a disagreement with a 
number of Front members in the Top Hat 
Club who left him rather worse for wear.

Breaking Charge 


TREVOR MALCOLM SMITH, the 
National Front treasurer and head of 
their finance department was remanded 
until late January ona charge of damaging 
the windows of 70 years old Mrs Louisa 
Congreve, who is a member of the execu- 
tive of the Watford Community Relations 
Council. Local Front activist, Richard 
Bernard Partridge, was also charged with 
the same offence. 

Smith was represented in court by a 
Ms Topping from a Leicester law firm. 

Two weeks prior to the arrest of 
Smith and Partridge another window- 
breaking incident took place, this time in 
the city centre. On this occasion the 
victim was the owner of a musical instru- 
ment shop who had put an Anti-Nazi 
League poster in his window. Fortunately 
someone saw the incident and took the 
number of the car involved. As a result 
the police later arrested and charged three 
members of the National Front. 


November 9th 
Society 


ANOTHER Watford fascist facing charges 
is Terry Flynn who is a railway foreman 
at Watford Junction. He was caught, 
along with two other members of his 
tiny November 9th Society, dressed in 
uniform and attempting to carry out a 
Nazi ceremony at the German war 
graves cemetery at Cannock Chase last 
November. 

Flynn is also believed to be under 
investigation following complaints from a 
number of MPs and organisations about 
the contents of letters and documents 
he had sent them. 


Out of Action 


THE DEMISE of Action, journal of the 
Union Movement, was announced in a 
letter to members of Action Society. 
Union Movement was led by Sir Oswald 
Mosley until his retirement to France, 
where in a de Gaullelike stance he 
decided to await the call to come back 
and save Britain. 

At least journalist and author Colin 
Cross was able to get a meal out of them 
as guest speaker at the Action Society 
Xmas Dinner, though tantalisingly the 
last issue of Action left us dangling on a 
string with the promise to publish Colin 
Cross’s speech — now we may never know 
what transpired on that auspicious 
occasion.

ROUND-UP 





Turkey 


RECENT EVENTS in Turkey — bitter 
fighting in Maras and the declaration of 
martial law by the government of Bulent 
Ecevit — bring home with a vengeance 
the paucity of news coverage that the 
situation in that country has earned in 
the British media. For these events were 
not a sudden, explosive upsurge; rather 
they emerge as the inevitable outcome of 
a rapid and frightening escalation of the 
violent offensive of the extreme right 
against democrats, trade unionists and 
political opposition. 

The Maras conflict broke out when 
extreme right wingers physically attacked 
the funeral procession of two teachers 
who had been recently murdered by 
fascist commandos. This was the cul- 
mination of a long series of similar 
murders and attacks, for which anti- 
fascist teachers have been especially 
singled out as victims. 

Only last October, after six members 
of the Turkish Labour Party were 
murdered by gunmen of the far right, 
Prime Minister Bulent Ecevit accused the 
right of attempting to achieve power 
by creating a situation of tension and 
permanent violence. Since the start of 
1978, over 800 right wingers have been 
arrested for armed violence — 57 of them 
belonging to the Nationalist Movement, 
which called recently for martial law to 
“put an end to political violence’. 

Many of the murders have been 
committed by the “Youth Commandos” 
of the National Action Party, known 
as the Grey Wolves. Led by Colonel 
Alpaslan Tuerkes, they claim to have 
support in the police, the army and the 
civil service. The focus for their campaign 
of terror has been the teaching profession. 
In early June, the vice principal of 
Ataturk Teachers Training School in 
Ankara, Fahrettin Yilmaz, was gunned 
down while waiting for a bus. Appeals 
from the school directors for protection 
from fascist attacks had been ignored by 
‘the Education Ministry. Less than a week 
later, 300 armed fascists attacked the 
headquarters of the Teachers Association 
in Isparta, totally demolishing the build- 
ing. 120 people were reported injured; 
18 of them seriously. A similar assault on 
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a Teachers Association headquarters 
took place in Gaziantep, and on a teachers 
training college in Urfa. 

Bomb attacks are also becoming 
increasingly frequent. A recent wave of 
bombings of Teachers Association head- 
quarters came to a head with the death 
of two fascists, who were killed when a 
bomb that they were planting in the 
offices of a teachers organisation exploded 
prematurely. 

This campaign of terror is becoming 
increasingly widespread; the list of 
bombings and attacks on buildings and 
individuals could easily be expanded to 
fill many pages. And the extreme right is 
clear by taking the measures necessary 
to ensure that their violence becomes an 
established fact of Turkish political life. 
Already training camps for fascist com- 
mandos are being uncovered. 

In the town of Elazig in Eastern 
Turkey the Grey Wolves were found to 
have established facilities for training up 
to 100 militants at a time. According to 
some sources, many of them come 
from the Veterinary Faculty and State 
Architecture Academy in Elazig. They 
were being trained in weaponry, sabotage 
and explosives. 

Another camp in Rize, run by the 
National Salvation Party, was 
discovered when one of the “commandos” 
was accidentally shot by one of his 
comrades on guard duty. When police 
arrived, they arrested 5 NSP members, 
including the camp organiser. 

Perhaps the most horrific of recent 
attacks was the shooting in October of six 
Turkish students, four of whom were 
members of the Turkish Labour Party. 
The gunmen, who according to one 
witness were recognised as Nationalist 
Action Party members, burst into a flat 
where the students were meeting, bound 
them with wire, and shot them at point 
blank range. 

The Grey Wolves also threaten to 
extend their activities to other countries. 
In Britain it is known that Grey Wolf 
groups have been established amongst 
Turkish students in a number of univer- 
sities and colleges. These groups range in 
size from two or three, to about a dozen. 
During a recent court case involving a 
Turkish anti-fascist in Leeds, the court 
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building was picketed by about 30 
Grey Wolves. 

Nor are they totally without support. 
Only recently, British News, published by 
Eddie Morrison (former leader of the 
BNP) in support of the National Front, 
carried a page long glorification of the 
Grey Wolves. This piece, which included 
a photograph of Grey Wolves breaking up 
a May Day march in 1977, argued that 
the Grey Wolves, who “are daily battling 
the reds on the streets of Turkey’s towns 
and cities, with political clashes acommon- 
place feature”, show “‘the right spirit”. 

It will be interesting indeed, to see 
whether the National Front approve 
enough of the Grey Wolves ‘spirit’ to 
allow him back into membership after 
his recent advances to them. 

In November Colonel Tuerkes, leader 
of the NAP, undertook a speaking tour 
in W. Germany. In Dortmund he addressed 
a meeting of 10,000 migrant Turks, 
many of whom wore the badge of the 
Grey Wolves. In Frankfurt his audience 
was considerably smaller, and was heavily 
outnumbered by a counter-demonstration. 
Before the meeting police had discovered 
a powerful home-made bomb at the 
headquarters of the Turkish Cultural 
Association. 

Nearer to home, the NAP are attempt- 
ing to establish themselves in Cyprus. 
Already a front organisation called Turk 
Ocagi Dernegi has been founded, and 
reports have already appeared that 
training camps for units of the Grey 
Wolves have been established on the 
island. 


Greece 


GREEK FASCISTS exploded thirty nine 
bombs in the centre of Athens during 
the weekend preceding Christmas to 
“commemorate” the assassination in 
1976 of a pro-junta police officer. More 
than 20 arrests were made, and some of 
those detained were caught transporting 
bombs to their targets. 

Responsibility for the blitz was 
claimed by an “organisation for national 
restoration”. The bombs exploded at 
points throughout the city, causing 
substantial damage to cars, houses and 
shops, and injured five people. 


Holland 


Race Experiments 


THE LOGIC of “scientific racism’, 
much beloved by the National Front, 
became horrifically clear with revelations 
that two Dutchmen had been experi- 
menting on mentally handicapped patients 
to establish a connection between intelli- 
gence and skull size. 

Dr J.C. Huijsmans, a family doctor, 
and Friar Dionysius Verhoeven had been 
tapping fluid from the brains of patients 
before taking X Rays. They had also 
surgically castrated at least two victims, 
and subjected others to. insulin shock 
experiments and abdominal surgery. The 
operations were mainly carried out at a 
private house in Udenhout. 

Meanwhile, the farcical court case 
involving Dutch millionaire and war 
criminal Pieter Menten came to an 
end. Menten, who has been accused of 
murdering 20-30 Jewish members of the 
Polish village of Podhoroce while a 


member of the SS in 1941, was released 
by a Dutch court which accepted his 
claim that in 1952 he had been promised 
immunity from prosecution by the late 
Justice Minister J.A. Donker. This was 
despite the testimony of Donker’s widow 
who told the court that her husband 
loathed Menten, and would never have 
agreed to such an arrangement. 

Immediately after the verdict, the Irish 
government announced that Menten 
would not be allowed to take up residence 
in Ireland where he owns a large country 
home. Since then Israel has asked for his 
extradition, but it is thought unlikely 
that this will be granted. When Menten 
was extradited to Holland from Switzer- 
land in 1976 it was done on condition 
that he would not be handed over to 
third countries. 

The Dutch government has, however, 
requested that no country should admit 
Menten until the Supreme Court has 
considered the District Court’s decision 
to release him. 


United States 


Cullman, Alabama 


A BLACK PREACHER who had publicly 
denounced the rape conviction of Tommy 
Lee Hines (see Searchlight 42) was 
dragged into the woods and whipped by 
members of the Ku Klux Klan just before 
Christmas. 

The Rev Manuel Whitfield, despite 
being interviewed by the FBI, refused to 
press charges saying, “It isn’t the Christian 
thing to do”. 

The local Ku Klux Klan admitted 
however that they had carried out the 
assault. Bill McGlocklin, second in 
command of the Klan in Alabama told 
reporters ‘He had no business in Cullman. 
Maybe he’ll think twice and stay out of 
another man’s town”’. 

Hines received a 30 year sentence for 
allegedly raping a white woman, despite 
overwhelming evidence that he was 
the victim of a classic Southern State 
frame-up. 


“IRRATIONAL HATRED” 
CAUSED BY NF 


A young skinhead in Dagenham became a living 
example of what the influence of the National Front 
can do to people. The 16 year old youth joined the 
NF in September 1978 and within a month he had 
attacked two men and seriously injured a young 
boy, all three being Asians. All of the attacks were 
completely unexpected and unprovoked, and one of 
the men had to leave his job in a fish and chip shop 
where the attack had taken place because he was so 
shaken by it. 

The youth’s defending solicitor, Laurence Alt, said 
in court that he joined the NF “for some inexplicable 
reason” two months earlier. He said, “He has been 
encouraged by this evil organisation and a dislike for 
Asians has developed. There is no rational thought 
behind it .. . he is clearly not in control of himself.” 

Det. Sgt. Hill, who described the attacks at the trial 
said that the boy’s behaviour had “deteriorated” since 
he joined the NF. He said that he seemed to have some 
irrational hatred of Asians and would assault any he 
saw in the street. 

Hill held up a copy of the //ford Recorder in court 
which recently carried a front page report on skinhead 
assaults on Asians. He said, “These attacks have 
caused considerable concern in the area and Asian 
groups considered setting up vigilante patrols.” He also 
mentioned that the same youth had been fined £50 
earlier in the year after being arrested for threatening 
behaviour on a NF march.

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THE PROBLEMS OF A NF SNAIL 
TRAINER 


Chris Hudson, a 23 year old sales execu- 
tive, stepped out of the NF circus into a 
London industrial tribunal to plead his 
case for unfair dismissal. Hudson, who 
has years of experience as a trainer of 
giant racing snails, told the tribunal that 
he had been fired from the publishing 
firm where he worked because they were 
embarrassed by his National Front and 
snail training activities. But his employers 
accused him of being aggressive and 
abusive, and said that once after drinking 
at lunchtime he had been drunk, in- 
coherent and unable to stand up (not in 
charge of snails, we hope). Hudson 
claimed he was involved in five other 
actions, including one against an adver- 
tising firm over a poster showing snails 
racing towards a pint of lager. 

Snails have ears, remember. You never 
know what else they might have been 
trained to do. Are they the NF’s new 
secret weapon? 


FRONT ROWDYISM IN CHURCH 


Front members in Deal, Kent, upset a 
meeting against racialism in a church 
because they regarded it as ‘absolutely 
shameful that a church should be used 
for a political meeting’. But far from 
demonstrating how people should behave 
in church, they completely took over the 
question session, frightened many of 
the 100 people in the church with their 
racist abuse and disrupted the whole 
meeting. 

Ms Sybil Phoenix, a community 
worker from Deptford who was addressing 
the meeting, refrained from answering 
the group. Paul James, the secretary of 
the trades council, walked out in disgust 
at their behaviour, and the organiser, 
the Rev. Roy Peacock, said, “They were 
being generally offensive towards the 
church as well as to Ms Phoenix’. 


COUNCILLOR COMPLAINS OVER 
RACIST ADVERT 


A Rugby councillor has said he intends to 
report a racist advertisement from the NF 
to the Commission for Racial Equality. 
The advert was printed in the Rugby 
Review and had something to do with a 
white Christmas. The advertising manager 
-of the paper said that they regretted 
putting it in but that they hadn’t realised 
the double meaning in the Christmas 
rush. Coun. Walker said he wanted to 
reply in the next issue. His message would 
be to wish the NF and all its supporters 
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NEWs IN BRIBE 


a very colourful new year and an Indian 
summer. 


FATHER DEAR FATHER 


North Herts Council had to refer back a 
debate on NF lettings after Conservative 
councillors objected to the decision made 
by the council committee to impose 
conditions on the Front. The councillors, 
who included Ken Logan (Ratepayers), 
father of the local NF candidate Victor 
Logan, said that the conditions under 
which the Front would be allowed to 
meet were an infringement of free speech. 
The conditions proposed by the com- 
mittee included insurance, entry by 
ticket only and the following of police 
safety requests. 


PETERBOROUGH SAY NO 


In Peterborough the Front have dis- 
qualified themselves from being allowed 
to hire council buildings. For 18 months 
they gave the impression that Bretton 
township was alive with healthy outdoor 
types. But in the guise of the Bretton 
Walkers Club, or Entomologists Club, 
the Front were secretly meeting in 
community houses. By changing the 
name of their club often enough they 
avoided paying the fee liable to groups 
who used the club for more than a year 
under one name. 

Local anti-racists discovered where 
the Front were meeting and soon the 
Peterborough Evening Telegraph followed 
it up. The city development corporation, 
which up till then had no official policy 
on NF meetings, was spared ever making 
the decision. ‘‘Because of the subterfuge 
they have resorted to”, said a represen- 
tative, ‘they will not be allowed any 
more bookings — and we will look very 
closely at any new groups who apply to 
use community houses’ ’. 


BASINGSTOKE COUNCIL OKs FRONT 
DESPITE VIOLENCE 


In Basingstoke councillors decided to 
allow the Front to use public buildings in 
their own name, because as one councillor 
pointed out, if they were banned then 
they would only book in the name of the 
“Billy Bloggs Society’. Coun. Mike 
Young tried in vain to persuade the rest 
that the NF were much too violent to be 
allowed to use the town hall. He said that 
on the night of November 23, when the 
Front went on their rampage after the 
Chute House picket (helped by a coach- 
load of supporters from Uxbridge and 
Southall), he had had one of the most 








frightening experiences of his life. But in 
order to protect “‘some basic English 
thing’’ the majority decided to allow 
Front meetings in the town hall. 

The Basingstoke Gazette has been 
giving the NF a lot of coverage recently. 
On December 22 there were four separate 
items concerning the Front. The longest 
was the local organiser’s claim that 
Cllr Mike Young had not given a true 
version of events on the night of the 
Chute House picket. Another piece 
reported Basingstoke Anti-Fascist Com- 
mittee’s answer to the Front's call for a 
truce. The Front had claimed the previous 
week that there had been clashes between 
the NF and ‘other extremist groups’ 
which had resulted in arrests and police 
prosecution. But, as BAFC Secretary 
Carla Jamison said, all the violent inci- 
dents involving arrest had happened 
between NF supporters and black people. 
She said, ‘“There is no doubt that certain 
people have been visiting pubs and 
clubs frequented by black people and 
deliberately provoking violence’’. 

She said that the Anti-Fascist Com- 
mittee would continue to hold peaceful 
pickets outside NF meetings, and she 
called on the police to ensure protection 
for black people in the whole country, 
as well as in Basingstoke. 

The two other articles reported two 
convictions. One of a man from Southall 
who was fined £30 for kicking in the 
window of a public house on the night 
of the Chute House picket. 

The other was of a black youth who 
was given a year’s conditional discharge 
for assaulting two brothers last summer. 
Gary Harbutt told the court that he was 
defending himself against the two men, 
who were chanting National Front 
slogans. One of them said to him, “Oi 
nigger — what do you think of the 
National Front?’’ The magistrate told 
Harbutt, ‘There was a degree of provo- 
cation but we feel you over-reacted’’. 


KEITH SPEED OUTLINES TORY 
POLICY 


Mr Keith Speed MP, the Opposition 
speaker on home affairs, told a meeting 
of the North East Lancashire Community 
Relations Council that in order to improve 
race relations, all the problems and areas 
of conflict had to be first identified and 
solved simultaneously. The first solution? 
The prospect of “an end to immigration, 
as we have known it since the war”. 

Other solutions included teaching of 
English, condemning racists like the NF 


and protecting people against violence 
“whatever the colour of their skin”, 
eliminating deprivation, ‘‘but we must 
be wary of falling into the trap of reverse 
discrimination’’ and appreciating the 
problems of the “new citizens’’ — the 
children of first generation immigrants. 
He finished by saying that the ethnic 
minorities living in Britain ‘‘must realise 
that this is their home and country. No 
One wishes to destroy religious faiths, 
or culture or traditions, but too many 
people still want to have their cake and 
eat it’. 

It seems quite clear that only by 
becoming acceptable English people will 
anyone with a dark skin fit tidily into 
Mr Speed's scheme for the future. 


ASIANS ATTACKED IN MAIDENHEAD 


Asian businessmen in Maidenhead have 
suffered a series of attacks on their 
property in the last few months. This 
coincides with increased NF activity in 
the area, and even police say that it is 
“‘no coincidence’ that all the attacks 
were on Asians. 

District Coun. Shreela Flather said 
that Maidenhead had always had a 
“wonderful record of race relations’’ 
and that there had never been any trouble 
on this scale. She suggested that the 
attacks might have something to do with 
the Muslims and the Sikhs getting use of 
a community building. Asian shops and 
restaurants had their windows smashed 
with bricks and stones, and the damage 
was estimated at more than £1,000. 

Mr Bhandal Singh, whose shop has 
been attacked twice in one month, said, 
“just don’t understand what is hap- 
pening. | cannot afford to carry on like 


this. We feel so ashamed about these 
attacks, it is bound to affect our 
customers’. 


RACIST HEALTH VISITOR LOSES 
APPEAL 


It is good news to hear that a health 
visitor who is a supporter of the NF who 
worked in Hulme and Moss Side in 
Manchester lost her case for unfair 
dismissal. Gwyneth Brady was originally 
sacked after complaints that she had 
“bombarded’’ student nurses with NF 
Propaganda and made racist remarks 
about clients. It is just this kind of 
person who causes anxiety and depression 
among black women at home, especially 
those who are unable to speak much 
English. The tribunal chairman. said, 
“The job she had to do was in a sensitive 
area and where complete impartiality and 
independence should have been seen to 
be shown at all times’. 

Ms Brady who had been working for 
twelve years in this area said she would 
be contacting her solicitor, Tony Reed- 
Herbert, about her appeal. 
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The National Association for Free- 
dom is not exactly the champion 
of sexual liberation. Just the 
opposite in fact: as we showed in 
issue 42, NAFF member David 
Stayt, in his Open Door broadcast 
“In defence of the Feminine 
Woman", strongly defended the 
role of women as wives and mothers, 
maids and ornaments and very 


little else. The programme, it 
should be noted, also received 
raptuous endorsement from the 


NAFF paper Free Nation. 


In the course of the programme, 
Stayt also took a vicious, thinly disguised 
swipe at homosexual men whom he 
dismissed as ‘male perverts’. All of which 
lends a touch of the peculiar to a recent 
NAFF campaign against the ubiquitous 
VATman. 

Last August, Free Nation devoted 
considerable space to its most recently 
discovered protagonist with bureaucracy, 
a certain Sir Geoffrey Unwin, proprietor 


of Geoffrey Esquire, a Wimbledon 
boutique. Mr Unwin, a member of 
(and leading NAFF activist) Teresa 


Gorman’s Association of Self Employed 
People, was reportedly fed up with the

constant attentions of the VAT inspector, 
and was refusing to co-operate any longer 
in producing VAT returns. In this, he was 
to receive the vociferous support of the 
National Association for Freedom. 

Mr Unwin’s boutique, however, is no 
ordinary one, as readers of Gay News, in 
which he advertises, will no doubt be well 
aware. Mr Unwin specialises in exotic 
unmentionables for men, and the market 
at which he clearly aims is a gay market. 
His rather arty mail order catalogue 
makes this abundantly clear. 

All of which raises two questions. 

The first is whether the NAFFs 
flirtation with Mr Unwin heralds new 
possibilities for the Free Nation’s Classi- 
fied Ads. Now, in addition to the dowdy 
old NAFF t-shirt, are we to be offered 
the opportunity to become proud owners 
of “Freedom G-strings’’, or “Mr Cube 
Briefwear’’? Or even lurex leotards, in 
patriotic red, white and blue, with the 
NAFF lion emblazened proudly thereon? 

The second question is a trifle more 
serious, and is one that Mr Unwin’s 
customers might ask of him: What is 
someone whose custom and patronage 
comes predominantly from the gay 
community doing, providing grist to the 
campaigns of an organisation to whom 
such people are nothing but “’perverts’’.
